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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

All pending claims are allowed. Claims 1-11, 15-17, 24-26, 30-40 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Through a 
combination of amendments and arguments, Applicant has overcome the prior art. 
Each claim is directed to the situation of the denial of service attacks. Thus, the very 
word "service" is limited to the sense used in the phrase "denial of service." This is a 
narrow sense. In such a situation, a service being limited (as in the claimed invention) 
rather than be cut off entirely is a different concept than that of the traditional 
authentication situation. The prior art did not teach or suggest the particular features of 
the claims.
